Office Action Summary 
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Part of Paper No. 
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1. Claims 1 and 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S-C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Nishioka et al. for the same reasons 
as set forth in item No. 1 of the first Office action filed 
February 28, 2005. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Adachi et al. '922. The rationale of 
this rejection is set forth in paragraph No. 2 of the first 
Office action. It would be obvious to one skilled in the art to 
use alkyl substituted analogs of the copolymers set forth in 
Adachi et al., i.e. alkyl for the group corresponding to of 
the instant claims. It is noted that the comparisons in the 
specification show the same results for being hydrogen and 
alkyl for materials 5 and 3 on page 81 of the specification. 

3. Applicants* arguments filed June 28, 2005 have been 
fully considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. The 
combination of the comparisons in the specification in the 
Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 make comparisons with the closest 
prior art but the comparisons are not commensurate in scope with 
the claimed subject matter. Comparisons are limited for the case 
wherein X of the instant claims is oxygen. Comparisons are also 
limited to copolymers wherein monomer B is within the scope of 
Formula II on page 15 of the specification wherein Y has the 
preferred 2-4 carbon atoms and Q is the preferred value of 3-30 
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and X2 is oxygen in Formula II.
